Ways Sought To Prevent Distribution 
Of Hoary. Peppergrass 

The Dominion Seed Branch an- 
nounce the latest noxious weed seed 
to appear in Canada, namely, the 
hoary peppergrass, and in co-opera- 
tion with provincial Departments—of 
Agriculture is pursuing investigations 


as to its source and the prevention | 


of it attaining widespread distribu- 
tion. The seed of this peppergrass 
was discovered last winter by the 
Dominion Seed Branch Laboratory 
at Toronto in one or two samples of 
Ontario-grown clover seed.

It is also prevalent 
in New Zealand, The plant is peren-

“Fresh from the Gardens”

An article appearing in the daily papers quite recently told eo 
fessor at Harvard University who had compiled a “table of wars,” sho 
that there havesbeen no fewer than 902 major wars since.the year 5 
B.C., and drawing attention to the fact that the World War, 1914-1918, 
was eight times “greater” than all- the other major wars since 500 B.C. 
rolled into one. .Stated another way this means that the four years of war, 
1914-1918, was eight times greater than all the major wars combined in 
the preceding 2,400 years of the world’s history. 

If this calculation is even approximately correct it should help us to 
more fully appreciate the truth and force of the statement so frequently | 
made that the financial and economic difficulties of the nations today had 
their origin. in the World War, and that our troubles are not the result 
of the breakdown of the existing system because of the unsoundness or 
inherent weakness of that system, but that’ the cause is to be found in the} 
destruction of 1914-1918 and in the new conditions and circumstances re- 
sulting frem that colossal struggle. 

To the World War, and the need and emergencies of that terrible con- | 
test, can be directly traced the speeding up of invention, the improvement 
of machines, apd the urge to mass production, to which some peop'e attri- 
bute muca of the existing unemployment,—men replaced by machines. To 
the World War, also, can be directly traced the bringing of tens of millions 
of acres into production of various foods and other products then in great. 
demand; and to the uneconomic and more or less artificial production of 
certain products in countries which prior to the war did not attempt to 
raise these things but imported them from other countries where their pro- 


duction was 4 natural process. 

The World War, too, is directly responsible for the development of 
that spirit of narrow nationalism which has infected all nations, a narrow 
nationalism political in character but which hag been developed along eco- 


It is 
not necessarily the system under which the economical life of the world 
grew so amazingly and prospered so greatly in the last half of the 19th 
and first decade of the 20th centuries that ig at fault; rather, it has broken 


down because of an outside force, the World War, which prevented that | 


economic system from functioning for me iwelfare of mankind, and threw 
it completely out of gear. 

That is to say, no matter what system had prevailed in 1914-1918 it 
could not have withstood the impact and upheaval of the World War and 
continued to function. Had any of the various new systems now being ad- 
vocated for adoption to supersede the system which came down from the 
last century been the prevailing system in 1914 it, too, wouid have been 
shattered and the present outcry -would be raised against it. 

It is the World War that has changed everything, and that change must 
be met. It cannot be met in a single year, nor by the adoption of any one 
new system, whether it be political, economic, or ‘social. The needed 
changes cannot be best and most quickly brought about by destroying exist- 
ing foundations which inevitably would mean great loss and suffering, and 
more particularly so to those who even now are the chief victims of the 
depression. Rather there must be a multiplicity of changes, some small 
and seemingly insignificant, others large and outstanding, but all inter- 
locked and having.a bearing on each other and upon the whole. 

The nations of the world now recognize the failure of narrow national- 
ism, both political and economic. They are all suffering from it, but they 
have not yet agreed upon a formula for its removal. Recognizing the dis- 
ease, they are not yet prepared to apply a universal cure. Consequently, 
we find the nations as separate units devoting their energies to a solution 
of their own problems and difficulties regardless of the effect which their 
actions and policies may have upon other nations. On the face of it, this 
is but a continuance of extreme narrow nationalism, but the almost certain 
outcome must be a still more acute realization that the nations cannot 
live unto themselves alone but must come together, and work together 
for their mutual advantage if they are not all to crash together.

President’s Address 


Sir Herbert S. Holt, President, in 
moving the adoption of the Directors’ 
Report, said in part: 

The 64th Annual Report and Ba 
ance Sheet submitted to you to-day 
disclose the strong position of the 
bank. While Balance Sheet figures 
are somewhat smaller than those of 
a year ago, this reflects a falling off 
in international deposits rather than 
contraction of Canadian business. In 
fact, a notable feature is an increase 
in Canadian Demand and Savings de- 
The liquid 
position is eminently satisfactory. ¢.s 
you would expect, the restricted de- 
mand for commercial. loans, and the 
resultant increase in our holdings of 
less remunerative assets in the form 
of Dominion’ and Provincial Govern- 
ment securities, has combined with 
other. factors to reduce profits. In 
April last, the dividend was reduced 
from 10 per cent. to 8 per cent., and 
the last three quarterly dividends 
have been paid at that rate. The im- 
provement which has taken place in 
business during the last six months, 
has already had a beneficial effect on 
earnings.: 

Referring to the situation in Can- 
ada, the President said: “I am glad 
to say that since we last met there 
has been a distinct improvement in 
Canadian business. I have had the 
opportunity of seeing this country 
recover from depressions on various 
occasions during the last fifty years 
and the present movement appears to 
be taking place along the accustomed 
lines.. As-soon-as-world—trade com=- 
mences to revive there is an im- 
proved demand for Canadian raw ma- 
terials. Canadian exports ‘increase 
substantially, surplus inventories dis- 
appear and greater activity in the 
principal .exporting industries pro- 
vides additional employment with 4 
consequent improvement in purchas- 
ing power and domestic trade. This 
has been the sequence of events in 
Canada during the last six months.”. 


. ’ The Railway Situation. 

Dealing with the situation of the 
Government railways, Sir Herbert ex- 
pressed the opinion that the time for 
half measures had passed and that 
bold and courageous action was re- 
quired. . He felt that the views +x- 
pressed at. the last Annual Meeting 
that enforced co-operation between 
the two railway systems would not 
be a satisfactory remedy had been 


past year and is still of the opiniom 
that the maximum of economy can 
only be obtained by some form of 
administrative amalgamation. 

The President made a strong de- 
mand for a reduction of Government- 
al debts and pointed out that the cost 
of maintaining too numerous govern- 
ments, Federal, Provincial and Muni- 
cipal, was becoming unbearable. He 
said: ‘Greater activity,in business 
will reduce unemployment, produce 
increased revenues, and a reductio 
in disbursements for public relie 
Advantage should be taken of these 
developments to reduce debts rather 
than increasé expenditures.’ 


Conditions In Other Countries. 


In referring to conditions in other 
countries he expressed the view that 


‘the low point in the depression for 


most of the world was reached in the 
latter part of. 1932, and since that 
time there has been a general in- 
crease in international trade. Refer- 
ence to the United States was made 
as follows:-—‘‘While business in the 
United States commenced to improve 
about the middle of 1932 it later suf- 
fered a relapse due to their banking 
difficulties and the hesitation and un- 
certainty which precede a change of 
administration.

EXPLAIN PLAN

‘MARKETING ACT 


Moose Jaw.—Strong delegat ons 
from prodtcer organizations in. all 
four western provinces combined to 
make the annual me eting of tae 
Western Canadian Livestock’ prioa 
the most representative of recent 
years.

R. H. Milliken, K.C., Regina, sec 
retary of national marketing organs 
izations now asking for Dominion 
legislation for an agricultural pro- 
ducts) marketing explained the 
basis of their demands. The Dominion 
government is being asked to provide 
legislation which will enable provin- 
cial legislation to be passed upon 
request of an organized marketing 
organization, giving such an organ- 
|ization the right to deduct money 
from produce handled and sold with 
which to carry on the business of the 
| association, and the right to pre- 
| vent exports from the _ province 
through other trade channels. The 
right to prevent imports into proy- 
ances, is also being asked, but regu- 
lations ‘here woild lie with ‘the Do- 
minion government. 

* Mr. Milliken explained that these 
requests were distinct from the de- 
mands of the wheat pools, which 
were asking for an export board to 
last for the term of the world wheat 
agreement. 

He explained that if the Dom‘nion 
government granted the marketing 
act, no provincial act could come in 
force in the province requiring that 
all producers must market any given 
commodity 100 per cent. co-opera- 
tively, unless a large majority of the 
producers of that commodity showed 
by vote that they were in favor of 
such legislation.
